TV Booms College Baseball

LOS ANGELES — Rod Dede- 
aux’s Southern California Tro- 
jans and Art Reichle’s UCLA 
Bruins have won a lot of new 
followers for college baseball 
via that magic tube — television. 


With cameras focusing on their 
CIBA opener on March 25 over 
KTTV (Channel 11) with Bill 
Welsh at the microphone, the 
Trojans whipped the Bruins, 7-2. 


Since KTTV has coverage over 
approximately half the state of 
California, many fans were ex- 
posed to collegiate baseball for 
the first time. 


Of course, this is the second 
time SC has performed on TV, 
the first being 2 years ago when 
the Trojans defeated Washington 
in the District 8 finals. Like the 
recent tussle, this was televised 
from SC’s Bovard Field. 

“IT though the game was tre- 
mendous,” is the way 70-year-old 
Mrs. George Spring felt about it. 
“I'm a rabid baseball fan,” said 
the retired accountant, “but this 
was my first chance to see col- 
lege teams playing. 


“It was as good to me as any 
of the professional games tele 
vised.” 

Bob Benoit, a UCLA graduate 
who helps beat the drums for the 
Hollywood Turf Club, thinks the 


game won many followers for 
college baseball. 


“I feel, though, the televising 
of college baseball is late in com- 
ing. It should have happened 
before. It certainly is badly 
needed,” he noted. 

“From a revenue point of view, 
it certainly will help make the 
programs of the colleges better. 
Then the college baseball coach 
won't have to depend on the 
revenue from football to carry 
him. 

“With the increase of funds 
through televising, better boys 
will attend and the caliber of ball 
will increase. It is good right 
now, but it will become better.” 

Mrs. Bessie O. Curtis, a house- 
wife, reported she had seen many 
football and basketball games 
televised in the past. “Watching 
USC and UCLA was my first ex- 
perience with college baseball. I 
would like to see more. Those 
boys really played good. I am 
amazed we haven’t had college 
baseball before.” 


Kermit Maynard, veteran Hol- 
lywood cowboy movie star, is a 
rabid follower of all sports. 

“It is the finest thing that ever 
happened,” Maynard said. 

The ex-Indiana All-American 
basketball star also added the 
caliber of baseball played was 


good by all the college teams in 
the Southern California area. 

Chuck Freeman, popular El 
Camino JC mentor, whose team 
has tied both the Bruins (5-5), and 
Trojans (6-6) this season, feels 
that more exposure by television 
will build up a large following of 
fans. 

“Football has been helped tre- 
mendously by TV. College base- 
ball can be helped the same way.” 

Freeman, who was a profes- 
sional for many seasons after 
graduating from SC, added that 
college players many times make 
fewer mental mistakes than some 
of the pro clubs.

California held on to its No. 1 


ranking pressed by the University of Arizona. 
Defending national champion Minnesota fell all the way from 


second place to 10th, Ohio State 
dropped from seventh to 14th, 
Missouri from 8th to 13th and 
Mississippi and Duke, 9 and 10 
in the last rating, dropped com- 
pletely out-of sight. 

Moving up while these giants 
fell were Arizona, from third to 
second; Texas, from fifth to 
third; Fresno State, all the way 
from a tie for 20th to fourth; 
Florida State, from 13th to sixth; 
Wake Forest, from nowhere to 
eighth; and Arizona State, from 
14th to ninth. 

Teams from the south, south- 
west and west grabbed most of 
the top spots as those in colder 
climates just began getting used 
to the outdoors via spring train- 
ing trips. 

Minnesota headed for the 
‘southwest and almost immedi- 
ately took a pair of football-score- 
thrashings from Texas but it 
marked the Gophers’ first out- 
door play. 

Mississippi, despite All-Ameri- 
can Jake Gibbs, took its nosedive 
after losses to Louisiana State, 
Arkansas State and Southeast 
Louisiana. Duke, meanwhile, lost 
4 games to Florida State. 

The most confusing situation 
appeared to be developing in Dis- 
tricts 6 and 8. 

Arizona headed to the coast 
for Easter and ended up trounc- 
ing USC, 80, then losing to 
UCLA, 3-1, and splitting a double 
header with Los Angeles State. 

Even with the 2-2 break, the 
Wildcats appeared powerful as 
they pushed their record to 29-3. 

Elsewhere, 2 other’ strong 
teams were looking good in Dis- 
trict 6, Arizona State had a 27-5 
mark, while Texas was at 11-0-1. 

ASU played cousin, however, to 
District 4 Michigan by losing 3 
ina row. Michigan then traveled 
to Phoenix College, 1960 junior 
college king, and lost 3 there. 

Texas showed real power in 
its slugfest wins over Minnesota 
and Baylor, 26-7. 

Who will finally emerge No. 
1 in District 8 can only be 
guessed at. 

Listed in the top 10 are USC, 
Fresno and California. Rated 11 
and 12 are UCLA and Los Ang- 
eles State. 

Fresno is showing immense 
power. After 21 games, Pete 
Beiden’s boys had already tied 
the school’s home run record of

Cal and UCLA each had their 
chance at Fresno, with each los- 
ing once to the Bulldogs and 
then winning the finale. Against 
USC, Cal won 1 and lost 2. 

Coach Jack Stallings’ Wake 
Forest Deacons roared off to 8 
straight victories and loomed as 
a co-favorite for the Atlantic 
Coast diadem with North Caro- 
lina State, winner of its first 5. 

Florida State, under the guid- 
ance of former pro Danny Lit- 
whiler, grabbed 14 of its first 18, 
all against tough competition. 

Among the teams, aside from 
those already named, disappear- 
ing from the top 20 were North 
Carolina, Notre Dame, Colorado 
State College, Penn State and 
Florida. 

Notre Dame and Colorado 
State both suffered in spring 
swings to the southwest and west; 
Michigan dropped after its jun- 
ior college experience; and the 
others opened either slowly or 
with so-so success. 

New faces stepping in for them 
were The Citadel, Alabama and 
Arkansas State. 

Balloting is by coaches from 
every part of the nation. Points

SOUTH BEND, Ind.! — Jake 
Kline is convinced the west is 
still a tough, wild place.

And again it appears to be Mo- 
ravian as the class. of the North- 
ern Division, although the Hounds 
lost Pitcher-outfielder Bill Her- 
shey and Pitcher-first baseman 
Dick Chergey, 2 of the leading 
hitters in last year’s club, 

There are other question marks 
also. Jim Gano is expected to be 
among the mound leaders, but he 
injured his knee in basketball. 
Jan Fritz, knuckleballing sopho- 
more, raay be the big surprise, 
however. 

Gillespie has only 3 seniors, 
Charlie Gilbert, utility man; Gene 
Jani, catcher and first sacker; and 
Mike Lansenderfer, southpaw 
pitching ace. Barry Shollenberg- 
er, a junior, heads the pitching 
staff. He compiled a 6-2 record 
last year. 

Lafayette could be the big sur- 
prise of the conference, or mere- 
ly among the also rans. It all 
depends on a crop of sophomore 
infielders. Indications are that 
all posts in the infield will be 
taken by first-year varsity men. 

Coach Charley Gelbert is strong 
behind the plate with Bob Howard 
and Capt. Pete Pavia available. 
Pavia will also play the outfield. 
With Pavia in the outfield that 
section is not too weak with lead- 
ing hitter Charley Bartos joining 
him and juniors Tom Burns and 
John Decker. 

The pitching is highly question- 
able, Lettermen include Don Eck- 
enfelder, Al Henry and Jack Sa- 
dovy, but sophomore Tom Kozo 
could be the leader. 

Coach Tubby Raymond of Dela- 
ware lost many outstanding play- 
ers through graduation, but looks 
to several promising newcomers 
to keep the Blue Hens in the con- 
ference race. Infielders Nate 
Cloud and Steve Grenda are ex- 
pected to balance out an infield 
composed of Gary Hebert and 
Clint Ware. The outfield is peg- 
ged around Capt. Dave Beinner, 
but Raymond probably will em- 
ploy his deep bench frequently.

Now Coach Jim Newsome, who 
sueceeded Mack Erwin this séa- 
son, regards Almes as the dandi- 
est flame-thrower in this mili- 
tary school’s arsenal. 

“We know we've got one win, 
come wind or high tide,” he says 
as he sets up his pitching rota- 
tion for the customary 2-game, 
Friday-Saturday stands. 

Almes, during his sophomore- 
junior seasons, once had a re- 
markable 17-game win streak. 
He’s been the SC’s winningest 
pitcher ever since his days as a 
freshman. Going into this cam- 
paign, he had seasonal records of 
7-3, 10-2 and 8-2, making the all- 
conference team all 3 years. 

To beat West Virginia in that 
early-season crucial contest be- 
tween ranking pennant contend- 
ers, The Citadel came from be- 
hind on consecutive hits with 2 
outs in the ninth inning by Dick 
Jones and Bill Whaley. 

Jones, the all-conference first 
baseman last season, seems head- 
ed for another spectacular year 
after hitting .538, .300 and .367 
the past 3 seasons, 

In the Citadel’s opener against 
Clemson, Jones hammered out 3 
hits, including a 340-foot homer. 
He missed the next day’s game 
with the Tigers when he was call- 
ed home for personal reasons and 
his departure showed. The Cita- 
del lost, 6-4. 

Besides Almes and Jones, Coach 
Newsome had reasons to be pleas- 
ed with the defensive play of Joel 
Heiser and Casey Luczak, who 
are clicking neatly as a double- 
play combination. The team also 
started off hitting well — 10 or 
more hits in each of its first 3 
games,

In his first 20 years at UNH, 
Swasey produced several strong 
teams but the 1936 club ranks 
as the best of the lot. That club 
won 13 of 14 starts and claimed 
the New England championship. 
Pitcher Billy Weir went right 
from the Durham campus to the 
Boston Braves where he won his 
first 6 games. 


In the 4 years from 1940 to 
1943, the Wildeats won 27 games 
and lost 12 before World War II 
broke up the dynasty. However 
the year after the war ended, 
Swasey’s Wildcats ripped unde- 
feated through a rain abbreviated 


DURHAM, N. H.—When the 
umpire yells, “Play Ball,” to start 
the April 22 game between the 
University of New Hampshire 
and Rhode Island, it will also 
mark the start of the 40th year of 
coaching for Henry (Hank) Swa- 
sey at UNH. 

Under Hank’s direction, the 
Wildcats have ranked with the 
best teams in New England and 
on occasion have held their own 
against the best in the nation 
since he took over the coaching 
reins in 1922. 

Hank arrived in Durham in the 
fall of 1921 with a_ successful 
background in athletics to sup- 
port him. He was a tremendous 
athlete for Berwick Academy in 
Maine and a standout 3-sport ath- 
lete at Amherst College. Upon 
graduation, he began coaching at 
Adelphi in Brooklyn and then 
moved on to Worcester Tech as 
coach of football, basketball, and 
baseball in 1918. 

While at UNH, Swasey has 
coached soccer, hockey and bas- 
ketball and directed the school’s 
intra-mural sports program. How- 
ever, his greatest love has al- 
ways been baseball. 


Pitt’s Eyes 
Bright Over 
Youngster 


Stewart Labeled 
‘Gee-Whiz’ Prospect

RICHMOND, VA. — After 26 
years of coaching the University 
of Richmond’s baseball team, sil- 
ver-thatched Mac Pitt is as en- 
thusiastic as a rookie — over a 
rookie. 

The Spiders tied The Citadel 
for first-place in the Southern 
Conference last season, but were 
given the quick brush-off by the 
forecasters this season when Pitt 
announced that his 1961 edition 
would include no less than 4 new- 
comers. 

What the pundits apparently 
forgot was Pitt’s uncanny knack 
of discovering bright, new talent. 

He may have done it again. 

His rookie centerfielder, a lithe 
6-footer from Deltaville, Va., nam- 
ed Bobby Stewart, looks exciting- 
ly like an authentic gee-whiz 
prospect. 

“He could be the best outfielder 
we've ever had,” says Pitt, who 
doesn’t usually get excited over 
anything less than a 10-run in- 
ning. 

Stewart made Pitt’s words echo 
like a mountain yodel when the 
Spiders whipped Ohio Wesleyan, 
6-2, in their debut. With not even 
a trace of sophomore jitters, 
Stewart lined 3 singles in his first 
3 at-bats, stole a pair of bases and 
made one of the finest catches 
seen at ancient Millhiser Field— 
a back-to-the-plate, full-steam, 
tumbling grab of a hit labeled 
home run. 

The youngster, just a 19-year- 
old country boy, has an overdose 
of confidence and desire that de- 
lights his veteran coach. 

“This kid,” says Pitt, admiring- 
ly, “just loves to play ball. That’s 
the kind I like. And he has all 
the tools, too.” 

Stewart is now a fixture in an 
outfield Pitt likes to think is the 
Southern Conference’s best. Se- 
niors Tom Booker, a likely pro 
prospect himself, and Johnny 
Boggs guard the left and right- 
field sectors. 

Pitt also got a 3-hit opening 
performance from another new- 
comer, Third baseman Lewis Ar- 
mistead, and a ,tight l-run, ¢in- 
ning stint from sophomore right- 
hander John Clayton, who was 
the starting pitcher. 

If these 3 rookies continue to 
sparkle, the gleam is likely to 
show up in Pitt’s eyes and on the 
won-lost chart.

Today if a ball game is played in 1:45 the 
report of the game will carry a paragraph or 
the lead of the story will make quite a to-do 
over the game’s speed. 


Collegiate baseball currently is suffering 
from drawn-out ball games. Today college 
games seldom are played in 2 hours or under.

Weight-Lifting 
Might Increase 
Hurler’s Control

Since the convention in Pittsburgh, I have come across 
some information I thought might be of interest to the mem- 
bers of the AACBC. 

This information deals with the weight training program 
which was discussed at the convention. At that time, no one 
seemed to have any concrete information on the results of a 
weight training program. 


Since that time, I have received a paper from a good 
friend of mine, Bill Quenette, baseball coach at Concordia 
College, Moorhead, Minn., who has written a thesis on this 
subject. I have written Bill and he has given me permission 
to use this material I am presenting, and he also said that if 
anyone would be interested in securing his thesis, they may 
order it from the Department of Health, Physical Education, 
ms "porary of Washington State University, Pullman, 

ash. 

The title of the thesis is “The Effect of a Weight Training 
Program on Pitching Accuracy in Baseball.” 


Bil used and observed 10 college freshmen who were out 
for the pitching staff of the Washington University team. 
They were all righthanders. They were divided into 2 groups 
of 5. A group was the control group which did not partici- 
pate in a weight training program. B group was the experi- 
mental group which took part in a 6-week program of sys- 
tematic weight training. 


The 10 pitchers participated in an 8-week program. Two 
weeks were allowed at the beginning of baseball drills to ready 
their arms for accuracy testing. 


After the first 2 weeks of preliminary training, the ex- 
perimental group went into its 6-week weight training pro- 
gram while the control group just participated in regularly 
scheduled practice. The experimental group also participated 
in regular practice. 

The weight training program administered was one which 
was suggested in Scholastic Coach by Charles H. McCloy and 
others. There were 8 exercises used: the clean-and-press, 
the biceps curl, the supine shoulder shrug, the wrist curl, the 
lateral raise, the supine bench press, the bent arm pullover 
and the progressive bar hanging. With the exception of the. 
clean-and-press and the progressive bar hanging, the exer- 
cises were done with a progression of 8 to 12 repetitions, and 
once 12 repetitions were able to be made, additional weight 
was added to the exercise. 

Only one set was done at each exercise session. Each 
workout session was approximately 30 minutes in length, 3 
days a week for 6 weeks. If the training period was missed, 
it was usually made up the following day, giving them a total 
of 18 sessions during the period. 

After this progress was completed, an accuracy testing 
procedure was carried out using a standard pitching target. 

Each pitcher threw 80 pitches in each session. The areas 
were marked 1, 2, 3, 4 for the purpose of calling out the areas 
to be hit by the pitchers and to vary the areas into which 
they would pitch. The throwing was done in pairs, one man 
throwing and the other man retrieving, 20 pitches at a time. 
Before pitching, a pitcher was allowed as much time as he 
desired to warm up and as much time as he wanted between 
pitches, throwing at three-fourths maximum speed. 

Summary and conclusions gained by Mr. Quenette 
through fiugres obtained and compiled showed the experi- 
mental group showed a slightly larger increase in accuracy 
which also seems to indicate that the experimental subjects 
did not suffer muscleboundness or loss of flexibility. They 
gained in strength, endurance, and accuracy. 

He seemed to think that the increase in accuracy comes 
from the fact that strength and endurance have been built up 
which allows the pitcher to maintain his accuracy over a long- 
er period of time than the control group which had a ten- 
dency to lose their control at the end of games, 

This work seems to prove that a weight training program 
is beneficial and will not bind pitchers’ muscle and I think 
that a 6-week program would hardly show the ill-effects 
which I think would result to the individual over an extended 
period of training over the years. I think further study would 
have to be made of this particular program before a definite 
answer can be resolved,

NEW YORK—The social event marking the official opening of 
the New York City college baseball season was a resounding success 


again this year. 


Coaches, athletic directors and newspapermen met in an infor- 


mal atmosphere and the newsmen left with information worthy of 


headline coverage in the follow- 
ing day’s metropolitan papers. 

The event was the _ second 
annual Metropolitan Collegiate 
Baseball Conference pre-season 
luncheon at the Stockholm Res- 
taurant in Manhattan, one of the 
best smorgasbord spots in the 
city. 

While dining on lobster, shrimp, 
corned beef, ham, potato salad, 
Jell-O, fruit salad, coffee and a 
few dozen assorted delicacies 
available at the flower-bedecked 
smorgasbord table, the coaches 
and athletic directors relayed col- 
lege baseball news events to the 
sports writers. 

Big event of the day was the 
awarding of the conference’s an- 
nual award for outstanding con- 
tributions to metropolitan col- 
legiate baseball to Jack Coffey, 
retired Fordham baseball coach 
and one of the city’s most popular 
and revered sports figures. 

Jack, now 72 and retired after 
37 years of coaching Fordham 
teams, was greeted with a stand- 
ing ovation from the 50 guests 
when he accepted the award 
from New York University Coach 
Bill McCarthy. 

One of the first on his feet was 
Billy Keane, the man who coached 
Coffey as a player at Fordham. 
Billy was Fordham captain in 
1903 and coached the team in 
1907. The 2 men have remained 
good friends ever since. Jack 
later related some of his experi- 
ences as a major league ball- 
player from 1909 to 1918, with 
the writers quickly jotting down 
his tales. 

During the luncheon, NYU 
Athletic Director Vic Obeck made 
the first public announcement 
that Coach Bill McCarthy would 
retire at the end of the season 
after 40 years of coaching NYU 
teams. 

Met Conference President John 
LaPlace of City College an- 
nounced the resignation of Brook- 
lyn College from the conference 
after the 1961 season, Iona Col- 
lege of New Rochelle will replace 
Brooklyn, LaPlace added. Brook- 
lyn was one of the founders of 
the conference in 1942.

Guest speaker at the luncheon 
was Everett Barnes of Colgate, 
who lauded the new professional 
College Baseball Rule 3K as “a 
big step in the right direction.”

BOSTON, Mass. — Boston Col- 
lege, probably stronger than its 
1960 NCAA tournament team, -is 
a unanimous choice to retain the 
Greater Boston League cham- 
pionship. 

All 6 rival coaches named the 
Eagles as the team to beat as 
league action opened this week. 

One, in fact, predicted: “I don’t 
see how they can lose a league 
game. They’re that good!” 

Even BC Coach Eddie Pella- 
grini admits: “We should win. 
We won a year ago with new- 
comers; we should win this year 
with veterans. However, when 
things look so good, it’s time 
to watch out.” 

The Eagles’ overwhelming fav- 
orites ranking isn’t without foun- 
dation. Consider this 5-point evi- 
dence: 

(1) Return of 8 starters; (2) 
return of the entire 4-man pitch- 
ing rotation; (3) return of most 


reserves; (4) return of its 1959 
as well as 1960 second base com- 
bination, and (5) addition of top 
talent from last season’s strong 
freshman team. 

Rival GBL coaches view the 
race this way: 

HARRY CLEVERLY, Boston 
University: “BC, without ques- 
tion. Tufts, Northeastern and 
Harvard may challenge, but BC 
should win with little difficulty.” 

FOXY FLUMERE, Brandeis: 
“I don’t see how BC will lose a 
game. The team is that good. 
Look at pitching alone — 4 
regular chuckers plus 2 outstand- 
ing newcomers from the fresh- 
men. Big leaguers say pitching 
is 75% of the game; in college, I 
figure it’s 90%. So BC’s pitch- 
ing, along with a veteran lineup, 
makes the team a great one.” 

NORM SHEPARD, Harvard: 
“You have to go with BC. It’s 
an outstanding team in every 
department. I look for Tufts, 


with its good pitching, to be the 
strongest challenger.” 

JOHN BARRY, MIT: “This is 
my first year in the league, but 
from what I can see in black 
and white, and what I hear, BC 
has to be ranked the top team.” 

TINKER CONNELLY, North- 
eastern: “BC has to rank best. 
It was good enough last year, 
and should be even better. Our 
team may do well with luck, but 
has so many question marks it’s 
difficult to say.” 

BOB MEEHAN, Tufts: “On 
paper, BC has to be rated No. 1. 
But I wonder if it’ll be as easy 
as some think. Tufts, North- 
eastern and Harvard seem im- 
proved and_ should threaten. 
And, remember, we only lost by 
a game margin to BC last season. 
The entire league, in fact, should 
be better balanced this season, 
and some teams might just box 
BC’s ears if it’s not careful.” 

So it’s unanimous. 


The only possible weakness at 
BC appears at catcher. And as 
Pellagrini points out: “You don’t 
win unless you have a good one.”
